A safe, sane, but efficient reducing 
diet has been prepared for these 
menus by the household arts depart­ 
ment of the College of Industrial 
Arts. It is stated by some of our best 
health authorities that there is a 
tendency for most people to be un­ 
derweight under thirty-five, when, if 
the reverse were true, the span of life 
would be lengthened. 
Young people 
need a reserve of fifteen per cent in 
case of emergency. 
If the weight 
guts above that mark, the diet can be 
reduced slightly to reduce that sur­ 
plus weight. 
This reduction at an

duction. 
The death rate is so much 
nigher among overweight people of 
noodle age that life insurance agentr 
make it a means for rejecting insur­ 
ance. 
Heart 
trouble,

prevalent among overweight people 
lo middle age. But most people do not 
allow how to reduce because they do 
not know how to choose their diet. 
A person whose weight is steadily go­ 
ing above normal by more than fif­ 
teen per cent should begin at once to 
CU. down on tne number of calories 
consumed daily in comparison to the 
energy output.

Every time you purchase a house­ 
hold commodity at the corner gro- 
cery, you more than likely pay from 
three to four different taxes. Assess­ 
ments upon the raw material have 
been added to the cost of m anufac­ 
ture, the tax upon the M anufactured 
article has been included in the cost 
to the wholesaler; the wholesaler has 
written 
into 
his 
prices the taxes 
assessed against himself; and the re­ 
tailer ha* added his own tax costs to 
all those preceding. Finally, the con­ 
sumer pays the sum total of all these 
taxes in the ultimate cost of the com­ 
modity, which, of course, includes 
whatever tariff duties there may be 
on the product. 
This shifting of tax burdens is the 
most universal and the Hast appreci­ 
ated law of revenue assessment and 
collection. 
Although the farm indus­ 
try cannot dispose of its production 
by the addition of taxes, yet it can­ 
not escape the burden above out­ 
lined. Neither 
can 
consumers 
in 
other 
claves. 
Broadly 
speaking, 
therefore, it is apparent that all tax 
es sooner or later are borne and 
liquidated by consumption. 
A principle so plain and in such 
constant operation should be appreci­ 
ated by everybody. Yet, scarcely one 
consumer out of a hundred either 
knows or cares anything about it He 
entertains the idea that he pays only 
those taxes which are directly assess­ 
ed against him. 
These he curses 
without realizing that direct taxes 
constitute an insignificant part of 
the whole. 
His groceries, cleft ng, 
telephone, heat and light— in fact 
every necessity he requires- comes 
to him heavily burdened with thes * 
taxes. 
The average man who is least 
able to be so is, therefore, the real 
taxpayer. 
When Congress votes hundreds of 
million* in appropriations for what
